Irrigation of Sugobrnsh Land*. 


Tie Idaho Statesman says 
Possibly crops may be raised by run- 


ning ditches through the grain fields 
with the plow and letting water into 
them, but this system cannot be de- 
pended upon, and experience, although 
a dear lesson, is teaching the thirsty 
farmer's that he must adept a suie and 
safe system of irrigation ii requires a 
vast amount ot labor to prepare luudfor 
successful irrigation 
The only sure 


wsy is to level the land in plats and 
surround each plat with a lavee. The 
water must then be let un in several 
places from the highest side, with suffi- 
cient care to keep the ground from 
washing 
There will be but little 


trouble in letting the water on if the 
plat is as level «s it should be in order 
to flood it successfully 
From two to 


five acres is as large as plats can be suc- 
cessfully made on what may be called 
very level land. The plats can be re- 
tained for years by preserving the 
levees and not plowing them up 
The 


plowing and harrowing should be done 
inside the levees each year 
Every 


harrow should have a lever attachment 
that can be used to fill the dead furrows 
without inconvenience or aelay in har- 
rowing. This vast amount of work in 
preparing land for irrigation is expen- 
sive, but when the land is once pre- 
pared and the ditches and levees ar- 
ranged, it will remain with only a little 
expense in repairing the levees and 
ditches for all time to come.

Care of the Bees. 


Bees are having a hard time this 


Spring, the season has been so cold 
thus far with but few days in which 
they can gather honey or pollen, and 
without doubt many swarms will be lost 
from want of a little feed and Spring 
dwindling, a little feeding from top of 
frames and chambers would save many, 
but trust soon we shall have warmer 
weather and full bloom ot fruit, which 
will give them quite a start in lif» again. 
I think' all would find a great benefit 
from the use of "foundation for brood 
centres as-well as for boxes, And now is 
the time to get them both ready for use, 
and have the guide combs in box and 
hives all ready for immediate use, and 
then when swarms issue they will not 
have to go to your neighbors to hive, or 
perhaps go into some old box or barrel, 
where they will be of little practical 
benefit 
Clean out all filth from hives, 


and if swarms are weak, close entrances 
to such to one half inch, to prevent rob- 
bing, until warmer weather and plenty 
of flowers, then give them space again. 
Give them, if no more, one-half the care 
you give the pigs and poultry, and they 
may pay you many fold more than 
either of the others. Look at them 
every day or two and see if all right. A 
little care for them pays in dollars and 
cents.—S. H. S in X. E. Farmer.

Tear. 


Through the several of the noted 
Slat* for producing apple*, the present 
jear is one>bond»ace. 'There will be 
probibly a heavier crop than one can be 
proatably marketed, and prices ;will run 
|ow. Law year was the tight crop, and 
goojJ «ppl*i brought fifty or sixty eenta 
per bushel at the orchard, and some 
more 
The same light crop will prebab- 


ly be borne next year. There i» a good 
deal of discussion year after year, and 
much inquiry, how to equalize the pro- 
duct. 
Many experiments have been 


wade by v removing, the blossoms -and 
young fruit. In one instance, a severe 
and cold storm swept through a flue 
apple region when the young fruit had 
set, and destroyed the whole crop. It 
changed the bearing year for a time, and 
the next or odd year gave heavy aad 
profitable returns. The storm pat many 
thousands of dollars into the pockets of 
the orchardists. If such a storm could 
be proonrred in some way, in other ap- 
ple regions, it would prove a money- 
making occnrence. 
In its absence, 


however, much may be'done artificially. 
By shearing off all the blossoms, or the 
young fruit when no larger than cher- 
ries, the bearing year has been changed 
on young trees. While the orchard is 
coming into bearing, the change is easily 
effected, and the labor is not great. It 
would be too expensive and laborious on 
old trees; the change on these is more 
difficult, and the labor IB wasted. Sheep 
shears are the mdst convenient for the 
work. Knocking the young apples off 
with poles bruises the trees. It would 
be worth while to try the experiment of 
removing the young crop when in blos- 
som, and also after the fruit has set, and 
observe which answers the desired pur- 
pose best. — Country Gentleman. 


The Day, the richest mine in this sec- 


tion of Nevada, has tapped their ore- 
body on the 780-level, and the ore 
proves richer than that tapped above. 
In cutting across tha ledge Wednesday 
night twelve tons rf ore were extracted 
and brought to the surface, the average 
being over $200 per ton 
The develop- 


ment in the mine la astonishing. Ship- 
ments of ore the past two days aggre- 
gate over 200 tons. 
Thus far, only a 


few teams have been engaged in hauling, 
but next week several more large teams 
will be put to work, and ore will be 
piled up at the furnace. In the mine 
everything is now in such shape as to 
facilitate the stoping of ore when extrac- 
tion commences. Notwithstanding the 
ore that has been hauled away lately 
large quantities yet remain on the 
dumps. The furnace put at Bristol will 
start up about the 10th, and tha suppo- 
sition is that it will continue to run 
ninety days.—Pioche Record.
